The Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR) has issued 
an overall benefit permit for 
the toad habitat that related to 
the Crystal Beach Gateway 

On Friday, a special council 
meeting was held to receive a 
staff report for informational 
purposes, where council heard 
the conditions of the permit. 

The meeting started with 
eight delegations, some in 
favour of the project and some 
opposed. 

The presentations lasted 
about two hours, even though 
each speaker was limited to 
five minutes at the podium 
with their speeches. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
questioned the permit's value 
and asked if a number of 
things have been considered 
by the MNR such as how a 
revetment wail will impact the 
at-risk Fowler's Toad or what 
will be done during construc¬ 
tion to prevent them.

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Director of community 
development services Rick 
Brady said the MNR operates 
with a "network of experts" 
that have made several site 
visits to the beach and have 
calculated all the data need¬ 
ed. 

"If they didn't feel there 
will be a benefit for them, 
they wouldn't be letting the 
permit move forward," said 
Brady. 

Interim chief administra¬ 
tive officer Ron Tripp 
responded to Lubberts ques¬ 
tion about placing toads on 
the beach, which he referred 
to as public property toward 
Ashwood Avenue. 

Tripp explained to Lubberts 
the entire beach is public and 
has been since the Town pur¬ 
chased it in 2001. 

"The beach is ours and the 
toads already exist there."

The Town of Fort Erie's former 
director of legal services is enjoy¬ 
ing her time off, after being fired 
from her position after a 4-3 vote 
from council. 

In several closed session meet¬ 
ings earlier this year, Heather 
Salter was the topic of discussion 
and very litde details about her 
position being on the chopping 
block were ever disclosed. 

All that is known now, is that 
the former solicitor and the 
municipality have come to a res¬ 
olution. 

"I'm moving forward," said 
Salter, when she spoke to the 
Fort Erie Times on Monday. 

She has received a financial 
setdement but is not legally able 
to disclose an amount, or more 
specific reasons for her termina-

Now that the process is behind 
her, she says it is up to elected 
officials to give further explana- 

"That needs to be pursued at 
Town Hall. That's where the 
answers are." 

Salter added in her opinion, it 
is "totally reasonable" for the 


community to keep asking for 
more specific information about 
the matter. 

"This is taxpayers' money and 
they have an interest when a 
senior manager is dismissed like 
that" 

For now, Salter will be spend¬ 
ing time with her family and will 
most likely look for new employ¬ 
ment in a few months. 

"Right now, I'm enjoying the 
incredible summer we're hav¬ 
ing," said Salter. 

In a press release issued by 
the municipality on Friday, bio¬ 
graphical information about 
Salter is provided, along with 
comments from interim chief 
administrative officer Ron Tripp. 

"Through her efforts, the orga¬ 
nization has accomplished ini¬ 
tiatives that will transform this 
community in the future. We 
wish her well in her future endea¬ 
vours," said Tripp. 


Salter simply 
explained that she 
is no longer 
employed wit the 
Town of Fort Erie, 
because the major¬ 
ity of council 
wanted to see her 
go- 

"That was their 
prerogative and 
that's what they 
did," said Salter. 

For three 
months, a handful 
of meetings were 
held to work on an 
agreement and in 
the end, one was 
reached. 

There has been 
a wave of concerns 
posed about this 
matter within the 
community and 
although Salter is 
not inclined to dis¬ 
cuss details, she 
feels the public 
has the right to 
know what unfold¬ 
ed....other than 
just the explana¬ 
tion that she has 
received a settle- 

"For the public, 
that's not particu¬ 
larly satisfactory... 
I know there's a lot 
of questions."

Sparks will fly when 
the Dominion Repertory 
Theatre premieres its 
second production. 

Written and directed 
by Sharon Pollock, 
Sparks from a Campfire 
tells the story of 
George—a tourist of his¬ 
toric Old Fort Erie in 
2012. 

When lightning 
strikes, he is catapulted 
back into time to the 
year 1812. 

As shots ring out, he 
is confronted by a dying 
man whispering an 
important but garbled 
message. 

The man begs George 
to deliver it. 


Confused and lost in 
time, George is sur¬ 
rounded by war while he 
tries to interpret and 
discover for whom the 
message is intended and 
deliver it. He's soon in 
danger himself, suspect¬ 
ed as a spy, pursued by 
the militia, and hunted 
as prey by an unknown 
figure whose goal is to 
prevent the delivery of 
the message. 

The sixty-minute out¬ 
door performance will 
begin each night at dusk 
at Old Fort Erie, says 
Vince Marinaccio, exec¬ 
utive director of the 
Dominion Repertory 
Theatre. 

"The fort is an ideal 
location, especially 
because the play is cel¬ 
ebrating the War of 
1812."

Fort Erie's annual Music 
Fest almost wasn't going 
to happen this summer. 

When he heard the 6th 
annual music festival 
wouldn't be receiving its 
funding this year, orga¬ 
nizer Lloyd McGuigan 
thought he would have to 
consider hosting the 
event every two years 
instead of every summer. 

Thanks to a partnership 
with the Fort Erie Arts 
Council, the free music 
festival will continue and 
it will take on a new form, 
combing local art with 
local music in the heart 
of downtown Ridgeway 
on Aug. 25. 

McGuigan says he got 
the call just a few weeks 
ago and he has managed 
to put together a talented 
lineup that will perform 


during the August event. 

Bands returning to the 
festival include Amber 
Reigns, Katrina Cabana, 
Fenian Raid, Cranked, 
Last Chance, Jessie 
Robbins and Peoria. 

Artists who will be per¬ 
forming for the first time 
include Victims of 
Charity, Bag of Hats, 
Headshot, Mike James 
and Dean Malton. 

The concert will have a 
completely different feel¬ 
ing because it's not at its 
usual location at the 
waterfront pavilion at 
Crystal Beach, says 
McGuigan. 

“It will certainly bring 
an entirely different 
crowd to the all-day 
music festival." 

Last year, a few thou¬ 
sand people attended the 
concert over the course 
of the day. McGuigan says 
he thinks the new loca¬ 


tion in Ridgeway will 
draw even bigger crowds. 

"It will certainly be big¬ 
ger because of the loca¬ 
tion. The pavilion in 
Crystal Beach is a little 
more secluded than 
downtown Ridgeway," he 

The goal of the event is 
to highlight not only local 
music but theatre, dance, 
literary arts, visual art, 
media, installation arts 
and heritage as well. 

Part of the proceeds for 
the event will go toward 
the music program at 
Ridgeway-Crystal Beach 
High School, which is 
why the festival is impor¬ 
tant, says McGuigan.

DMI plant officially closing 
its doors

DMI Industries 
announced Friday it is 
permanently closing its 
Fort Erie plant, effective 
immediately. 

The North Dakota-based 
wind tower manufacturer 
on Thursday notified Town 
of Fort Erie officials of its 
decision to close the 

"It's very disappointing 
but not unexpected," Fort 
Erie Mayor Doug Martin 
said Friday. 

The facility on Winger 
Rd. in Stevensville, which 
was the first fully dedicat¬ 
ed wind tower manufac¬ 


turing plant in Ontario 
when it opened to much 
fanfare in 2006, had been 
struggling in recent years. 

There were only 10 
employees at the site, 
down from 225 people in 
2008. The remaining work¬ 
ers were notified of the 
closure on Thursday. 

Martin blamed the clo¬ 
sure on recent changes to 
the province's Green 
Energy Act and the open¬ 
ing last year of a rival wind 
tower manufacturer in 
Windsor. 

A further hindrance to 
DMI's future, he added, 

last month that TSP 
Canada Towers Inc. would 


be building wind towers in 
the former Dana Canada 
building in Thorold. 

Officials with DMI could 
not be reached for com- 

After a round of layoffs 
in the fall of 2011, compa¬ 
ny spokeswoman Belinda 
Forknell told the media it 
was due to uncertainty 
surrounding the political 
support for wind-generat¬ 
ed power. 

At that time she said the 
company hoped the lay¬ 
offs would not be perma-

Liberals create fear of the future, says reader 


Dear Editor, 


It’s time for a new 
nature- historical adven- 

I am heading north out 
of Fort Erie on the Niagara 
River Recreational Trail 
on my electric scooter 
named the Rambler. 

Just out of the town I 
arrive at Frenchman’s 
Creek. I have explored this 
creek inland as a youth. 

We often pause here on 
the pedestrian bridge. 

We are often rewarded 
by sighting over the years 
of two large bird species 
that are related. 

Over the years we have 
seen the Great blue her- 

This large bird we nor¬ 
mally see alone. 

Both male and female 
appear to be solitary hunt¬ 
ers of fish, frogs, crabs and 
other prey. 

It is our largest North 
American heron. Think 
big. From head-to-tail 
length of up to 54 inches! 
An amazing wingspan of 
up to 79 inches, That’s 
almost eight feet! It has a 
height of up to 54 inches. 
An impressive bird. 

In recent years we 
have slowed our car as we 
entered the town from the 
south and crossed the 


From late spring on of 
this year we saw first two 
Great White Egrets - then 
five wading in the creek. 
Finally we saw eight of 
these magnificent birds in 
Frenchman’s Creek to the 
west. They are smaller 
than the Great Blue. 
Length 41 inches; wing¬ 
span up to 67 inches and 
height 3.3 feet. It has 
bright yellow bill and 
black legs. A cousin to the 
Great Blue but much more 
gregarious. Look for 
them. 

The late Bert Miller was 
a consummate naturalist. 
He was also an informed 
local historian. 

In our many nature 
hikes with him and my 
father he told us once 
about the skirmish at 
Frenchman’s Creek. The 
historic plaque has been 
there for a long time. 

My research says 1921. 
Significant? 

I think so. 

It was on November 28, 
1812 that an invading 
American force crossed 
the Niagara River, its 
intent was to blow up the 
bridge over the creek. 
They intended to stop 
British reinforcements at 
Chippewa to aid Fort Erie, 
The Americans failed and 
were repulsed by 
Lieutenant- Colonel 


Bishop’s British contin¬ 
gent. 

The plaque concludes, 
“The failures at 
Frenchman’s Creek con¬ 
tributed in part to the 
cancellation of the larger 
American invasion at the 
end of 1812." 

Worth noting, eh? 

Stop and read the 
inscription.

July 15 was possibly the 
final running of the 
Prince of Wales Stakes 
race thanks to decisions 
made by the McGuinty 
Liberal government. 

Our Slots have closed, 
one of the oldest horse 
racing tracks in North 
America is set to close 
early next year, we will 
lose about 1,000 jobs 
directly and indirectly 
related to these decisions 
in the Fort Erie area 
alone.

generating station in 
Mississauga just before 
last fall's provincial elec¬ 
tion. The costs are esti¬ 
mated to be in the neigh¬ 
borhood of about $200 
million. 


Let's not forget there is 
a second plant in Oakville 
that was canceled several 
months before that. 

The gov't is still negoti¬ 
ating the costs of that 
decision. However, those 
costs are estimated to be 
in the range of another 
$200 million. McGuinty 
made these decisions 
because residents sur¬ 
rounding these 2 plants 
did not want them in their 
neighborhood and he was 
concerned the existing 
Liberal members would 
lose their seats. 

Political self-preserva¬ 
tion will cost us half a 
billion dollars by the time 


all bills are paid. All this 
so McGuinty could stay 

It is truly unfortunate 
that Craitor's seat wasn't 
considered to be in jeop¬ 
ardy. Maybe the slots 
would still be here, maybe 
the racetrack wouldn't be 
in fear of closing, maybe 
all those people losing 
their jobs wouldn't be in 
fear of their future!

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Historians feel flags in Ridgeway don't tell accurate story

A group of local historians 
are offended by a series of 
banners that are hanging on 
Ridge Road. 

Rick Doan, Earl Plato and 
Bob Fretz are not impressed 
with about 11 flags that were 
erected by the Ridgeway 
Business Improvement 
Association (BLA) and have 
officially declared the sec¬ 
ond battle of Ridgeway, say¬ 
ing the illustration on them 
is not an accurate depiction 
of the Batde of Ridgeway, 
but instead is a scene from 
the Fenian Raids. 

Both descendants of the 
United Empire Loyalists, 
Doan and Plato say having a 
Fenian soldier standing 
proudly over dead Canadian 
soldiers is not something the 
community should be cele¬ 
brating. 

"Our relatives fought for 
what we have today," said 
Doan, when he and Plato 
met with the Fort Erie Times 
last week. 

The local historian noticed 
the flags during the recent 
Ridgeway Summer Festival 
and immediately, he was 
taken back. 


"I saw them and said, this 
looks terrible." 

"To have a Fenian soldier 
standing over dead 
Canadians, it looks pretty 
bad," he added. 

After a series of emails 
and communications with 
BIA representatives, Doan 
says he hasn't had much 
luck with having their issues 
with the flags corrected. 
Therefore, the group will be 
taking their concerns to 
council. 

"That will be the last thing 
we can do," he said. 

On July 14, about 12 peo¬ 
ple who don't agree with the 
flags on Ridge Road, hit the 
streets with squirt guns to 
show their displeasure. 

Derrick Dea, chair of the 
Ridgeway BIA, said he has 
received emails and phone 
calls that are supportive of 
the flags that line the down¬ 
town core of Ridgeway. 

"It’s a non-issue," he said. 

“We won the war, but we 
lost the Batde of Ridgeway,” 
he said. “That was the only 
batde we lost, and that is 
why we picked the image. It 
is the one most relevant.” 

The image comes from the 
book Ridgeway: The 
American Fenian Invasion 
and the 1866 Batde That 


Made Canada, and Dea said 
the author, Peter Vronsky, 
was one of the many histori¬ 
ans contacted for input. 

“There was a lot of delib¬ 
eration with the BIA on what 
images to use. It wasn’t like 
we just jumped at it and did 
it,” said Dea. 

Doan and a group of about 
a dozen protestors could be 
seen two weekends ago, 
marching down Ridge Rd. 
with guns in hand. 

Not lethal weaponry, 
though, like the first Batde of 
Ridgeway featured. 

But water guns, with the 
words "Fenian Flushers” 
portrayed as their accompa¬ 
nying name. 

"We went up and down 
shooting all the Fenian flags 
with water,” said Doan. “We 
made sure people saw our 
protest of the signs because 
they won’t take them 

Dea said he’s not afraid of 
the retaliation. 

“The banners are staying, 
there’s no question about 
that. We aren’t changing his¬ 
tory for anybody.” 

Other banners included in 
the series show the Point 
Abino Lighthouse, the train 
station and the Ridgeway 
Bertie Township Hall.
